Have Been Forced to 
Yield More Ground and 
Retire to the Sereth River. 


New York, August 3.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—In southern Moldavia the 
Teuton drive against the Russtans and 
Rumanians progresses. 

The Russians and Rumanians having 
been forced to give up the Fokshani- 
Marasechti line and retire to the Sereth 
river, Field Marshal von MackKensen has 
been enabled to capture Pantziu, a rail- 
way town west of Marasechti. By tak- 
ing the town the Teutons probably have 
cut the railway line north, imperilling 
the Russians and Rumantians fighting 
in western Moldavia around Oona as the 
railroad north from Marasechti was 
one of their two means of obtaining 
supplies and reinforcements. 

Infantry fighting on the western 
front and especially in Planders has 
not been marked during the last 24 
hours. 

In Flanders the Anglo-French and 
German troops apparently are resting 
in preparation for further infantry ac- 
tivity. The Germans can hardly per- 
mit the British to hold the important 
salient east of Ypres and between Pijl- 
kem and Hollebeke without first mak- 
ing additional efforts to straighten out 
their front. By widening the salient, 
Field Marshal Haig adds to the inse- 
curity of the German line from Dix- 
mude north to the coast as well as the 
front southward towards Lens. 

French troops again have repulsed 
German efforts along the Aisne front. 
Sunday night and on Monday the Teu- 
tons tried to recapture the ground lost 
to the French south of Ailles. The 
French threw back all the attacks. East

MEETING IS HELD

The north Georgia district exemption 
board, which will pass on practically 
all cases of exemptions granted by city 
and county boards within the district, 
held its first regular meeting yester- 
day at its headquarters at 105 Capitol 
square. 

Monday’s session was rather in the 
form of a committee meeting, the mem- 
bers of the board discussing the poli- 
cies the body will pursue dealing with 
the various classes of exemption claims 
over which they will have jurisdiction. 

“The board will probably begin to 
consider cases on Wednesday,” said

ten days before we can get down to 
work in earnest as men have ten days 
in which to appeal their cases after 
the local boards have passed on them. 
There is a great deal of detail work to 
be assembled also before the commit- 
tee can take definite action.” 

A matter which caused a great deal 
of trouble Monday was the great num- 
ber.of interruptions made by men who 
came over to talk about their indi- 
vidual cases and ask the members what 
they thought about their chances to 
avoid the draft. 

“These fellows took more time than 
the regular business of the board,” 
stated one of the members. “They kept 
us from working when we were ab- 
solutely powerless to do anything for 
them. Their time as well as ours was 
wasted.” 

The board will meet every day from 
now on to continue its work and the 
members will begin work of consider- 
ing claims for exemptions as soon as

EARLY IN OCTOBER 


30 Per Cent Move to Camps 
Sept. 5, 30 Per Cent Sept. 
15, 30 Per Cent Sept. 30, 
and 10 Per Cent Soon After 


Washington, August 13.—The entire 
687,000 men composing the first incre- 
ment of the army draft forces will be 
under training early in October. Under 


cent of the quota of each district will 
begin entrainment for cantonments 
September 5; the next 30 per cent Sep- 
tember 15, and another 30 per cent 
September 30. The remaining 10 per 
cent will be mobilized a& soon after 
that date as possible. 

The plan to assemble the new forces 
in three increments distributes the task 
of furnishing supplies and equipment 
through September. It will also pre- 
vent serious shortages in any camp, 
and will give the new officers from the 
training camps time to familiarize 
themselves with their duty gradually 
before responsibility for a great body 
of men falls on them. 

What Order Means. 

The order issued today means that 
about 12,000 men will reach each of 
the sixteen cantonments soon after 
September 5. They will first be exam- 
ined physically by army doctors and 
finally accepted or rejected. This will 
take some time and the men will have 
to be furnished with temporary quar- 
ters and rationed while awaiting ex- 
amination. If the full quota were as- 
sembled at one time, great confusion 
would result. Presumably the first in- 
crement will have been organized into 
skeleton companies, battalions or regt- 
ments before the second arrives. The 
new comers can be quickly absorbed 
by a going concern in that case, and 
the third lot can be taken into the 
war machinery with even less disturb- 
ance. 

In farming communities local boards 
now will arrange the lists of those to 
fill the first increment with local crop 
conditions in mind. Harvesting is in 
progress in many § sections. Drafted 
men engaged in that work and who 
otherwise would go with the first third 
of the district quota will be passed 
over to the second or third, as may be 
necessary. 

Reviewing the question of discharge 
for dependent relatives, Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder issued a gupple- 
mental ruling today holding that per- 
sons should not be discharged because 
of dependents resident abroad. 

“The object of the law permitting 
persons to be discharged, provided he 
has @ person falling within any of the 
classes of dependents, dependent upon 
him, was to prevent such dependents 
becoming charge upon the American 


people,” the ruling says. “A depend- 
ent residing abroad could not become 
such a charge. Persons claiming dis- 
charge because of such a dependent 
cannot properly re discharged on 
ground that such discharge is advigsa- 
ble within the meaning of the act of 
congress.”’ 
“The Conscriptions Objectors.” 

That conscientious objectors to war 
are not to be excused entirely from 
serving the country was made clear in 
another ruling by the provost marshal, 
holding that such persons should be 
sent to the mobilization camps along 
with others drafted. 

The ruling says they “will be drafted 
forwarded to a mobilization camp and 
will.make up a part of the quota from 
the state and district from whence they 
come, and will be assigned to duty in a 
capacity declared by the president to be 
non-combatant,.”’ .; 

The regulation 
reads: 


referring to 


organized and existing May 18, 1917, 
and whose then existing creed or prin- 
ciples forbid its members to participate 
in war in any form, and whose religious 
convictions are against war or partici-

The duties which may be allotted to 
these men have not been made known. | 
Yhere are numerous army organiza- 
tions, however, suchas the hospital | 
corps, quartermaster corps, known as 
non-combatant troops in army organi- 
zation. There will be, in addition, 
many labor battalions, messengers, mo- 
tor drivers, clerks and the like, who 
will have no active part in the fighting, 
although they will be as much exposed 
to .shelifire in bringing supplies up to 
the line and taking wounded back, as 
are the active regiments. Presumably 
objectors will be placed in these units, 
where their work will be to save lives, 
not to take it. 

Railway Mail Clerks to Go. 

Only in rare cases are railway: mail 

clerks to be.exempted. The postoffice 
department announced today that pub- 
lished reports of blanket exemption for 
this class of postal employees were}: 
based on a misinterpretation of the de- | 
partment order covering postal exemp- | 
tion. Only scheme clerks, chief clerks | 
and assistant chief clerks of the rail- | 
way service will be given exemptions, | 
and most of them are above military 
age. 
The postoffice department announces 
also that it would certify exemptions 
for postoffice inspectors, but not for 
postmasters. Postmasters of the first, 
second and third classes, however, are 
exempted specifically under the law. 

It developed today that the navy de- 
partment, misunderstanding the war 
department ruling as to the voluntary 
enlistment of registered men, had in- 
structed its recruiting officers to ac- 
cept registrants into the navy even if, 
they had been called before their local | 
selection ‘boards for examination. The} 
mistake quickly was corrected, recruit- 
ing stations being told by telegraph | 
that no man called for examination un- 
der the draft law could be accepted |

Summoned Before the Coro- 
ner’s Jury and Put Through 
a Searching Examination, 
But Maintains Her Inno- 
cence of Any Wrong 
Thought or Act. 


5TH WIFE’S AGED MOTHER 


DEFENDER OF ACCUSED | 


Declares That Looney Paid 
Attentions to Her Daugh- 
ter Prior to Fourth Wife’s 
Death, But Without Wrong 
Motives--District Attorney 
Awaiting Report From the 
Chemist Before Taking 
Case Before Grand Jury. 


By Britt Cratg, Staff Correspondent. 

Jefferson, Ge., August 13.—(Special.) 
Even the most compelling phases of the 
Mrs. James Iwoney, No. 5, sudden death 
mystery were eclipsed this afternoon 
by the sudden and startling ascent of 
Willie Marlowe, the blue-eyed rustic 
beauty, reputed to be James Looney’s 
affinity, into the role of principal in- 
terest. 

Amazed by the unexpected summons 
from the district attorney, and unnerved 
by the hurried trip across country in 
the custody of county officers, the 
girl was brought from Maysville this 
morning to testify before a special sit- 
ting of the coroner’s jury, recalled for 
the sole purpose of examining her. 

In the meantime, action by the grand 
jury is awaiting the report of the state 
chemist on whether or not her sister 
was poisoned to death. 

The appearance of Willie Marlowe 
in Jefferson, where she was subjected 
without delay to a long and gruelling 
examination by the coroner, caused the 
vathering of a throng which gave the 
town the appearance of a momentous 
holiday. 

Accompanied Looney Back. 


Expected to reach Jefferson this 
morning from Chattanooga, where she 
had been at the Looney home at the 
time of the departure of her sister, Mrs. 
Looney No. 5, for the scene of the lat- 
ter’s death, it was discovered to the 
surprise of every one that she was al- 
ready in the county, and at the coun- 
try home of relatives near Maysville, 
to which she had come with the pris- 
oner when he arrived to attend his 
wife’s funeral. 

Already the supreme topic of north 
Georgia, the tragedy was made all the 
more compelling by the ascendency of 
the girl to the stellar role in the sen- 
sation. It is alleged that she is in 
possession of incriminating letters 
written her by Looney, and which re- 
veal his ambitious attitude toward the 
affections of his young and beautiful 
sister-in-law. 

This she denies. The story of a trip 
of Willie Marlowe to Atlanta in com- 
with Looney when they stopped 
in the terminal district for 
several days, however, was admitted 
by the pretty witness. She testified, 
though, that they had occupied adjoin- 
ing rooms, and that Looney had regis- 
tered their true names. She could not 
recall the hotel.

Investigators tilled a fertile crop of

ing the story by Looney’s mother-in= 
law that Looney was a suitor of wife 
No. 5 several months before the death 
of Mrs. Looney No. 4, whose sudden and 
untimely end is also being probed. ¢ 
Another was the statement of the 
reputed affinity this afternoon that 
Looney, when his wife left their Chat- 


tanooga home on her last trip to Ggor- 
gia, broke into tears and exclainfed: 
“This is the last time I'll ever. see Net- 
tie alive,’ 

The mother-in-law, a woman of 60 
years, who has lately been largely de- 
pendent on Looney, returned to Geor- 
gia this morning, having been sum- 
moned by Looney by a telegram from 
jail. As yet she has not seen the pris- 
oner, but she staunchly defends him. 
To county officers who autoed to her 
home near Maysville this morning, she 
denied that she had been a party to 
the alleged secret affair between the 
prisoner and his fetching sister-in-law. 


A Trip to Atlanta. 


She told of Looney’s trip with Willie 
Marlowe to Atlanta the latter part of 
last May, when, she stated, Looney had 
written her that they had stopped at 
a downtown hotel, he in one room and 
she in the room adjoining. She pro- 
claimed the prisoner a man worthy of 
trust, and a fond and faithful husband 
of her dead daughter. 

“I would trust any of my daughters 
with him under any circumstances,” 
she said. ‘Jim Looney is as fine a man 
as one can meet in these days. I am 
confident that his relations toward my 
younger daughter were only those of 
a brother-in-law, and I am certain that 
he never had an ill design against my 
daughter, Nettie.’’ 

Mrs. Marlowe was asked about the 
report that James Looney had wooed 
Mrs. Looney No. 5 considerable while 
before the fourth Mrs. Looney died. 

Yes,” she answered, “although I 
wouldn’t call it wooing. They went to- 
gether for three or more months before 
his fourth wife died. He was living 
near Maysville at the time, and his wife 
in Campbell county, near Fairburn. 
They had been separated because of 
his wife’s family, who opposed Jim 
0 marriage to his step-daugh- 
er.”’ 

Mrs. Looney No. 4 was a daughter 
of Mrs. Looney No. 3, the former was 
but 22 years old, Looney 50, at the 
time of the marriage. 

Mrs. Looney No. 8 died suddenly 
from a reputedly undiagnosed abdom- 
inal attack. 

A second investigation into the death 
of Mrs. Looney No. 4 today resulted in 
locating an important witness, a wom- 
an who reached the side of the stricken 
wife shortly after she died. Although 
authorities will not make public their 
findings, it is said this woman will be 
called before the grand jury. 


Didn’t Pose for Single. 

“But Mr. Looney did not pose as an 
unmarried man,” said his mother-in- 
law in denial of rumors that the back- 
woods Lothario had courted wife No. 5 
under single guise, “and the entire 
community Knew that he was married. 
He was attracted to my daughter, Net- 
tie, and did not conceal the fact. They 
went together constantly. There was 
nothing wrong in it. Other married 
men do it, and he was as attentive to 
me as to my daughter. 

“Jim Looney did not poison her. I 
am as confident of that as I am of 
tomorrow’s sun. She was ill when she 
left Chattanooga. I sent him to get 
the quinine. He came ‘back from the 
drug store the night before Nettie left 
for Georgia, with the medicine and 
some capsules. I watched him mix the 
quinine in the capsules. He put nothing 
in them but the quinine. 

“He was deeply grieved over Nettie’s 
condition. She had been sick for a long 
time. He was not encouraged over her 
trip, fearing it would cause a relapse. 
When Nettie had gone, Willie, my 
cone daughter, and I remained with 
1im.”’ 

The mother-in-law replied to ques- 
tions about Looney’s rumored designs 
on the younger daughter, stating that 
he had been rrothing more than a broth- 
er to the reported affinity. She main- 
tained that she would take the stand in 
Looney’s behalf, and that nothing 
could convince her he was the murderer 
of her daughter. 

District Attorney Dean proposes to 
summon her as one of the first wit- 
nesses when the Jackson grand jury 
undertakes the investigation. 

The district attorney expected to re- 
ceive a report this morning on the state 
analysis of the stomach of the dead 
woman, at which time he proposed to 
present the Looney mystery to the 
grand jury. The first witnesses ex- 
pected to be called were the alleged 
affinity and her mother, Mrs. Marlowe, 
both of whom were expected to arrive 
in Jefferson from Chattanooga today. 


Sister-in-Law on the Stand. 


Mrs. Marlowe arrived at 1 o'clock, 
and went at once to her home in the 
Maysville district, several miles from 
Jefferson. 

When it was found that Willie Mar- 
lowe had come back to Georgia Friday 
with the man reputed to be in love 
with her, and that she was available at 
Maysville, Coroner Woods immediately 
ordered a re-empanelment of his jury, 
which had to be gathered from all 
points of the countryside. 

Scott Jackson, a county investigator, 
with a uniformed policeman, was sent 
to bring Willie Marlowe before the 
jury. She was found at the home of 
her brother-in-law, Henry Smith, where 
her sister had died last Friday, beneath 
a sunbonnet, and claid in ginghams cut 
after the fashion girls of the city are 
wearing nowadays. She was in the 
flower garden, trimming blooms. 


Vibrant with youth, blue-eyed and 


‘her cheeks reflecting the bloom of the 


roses to which she was ministering, 
Willie Marlowe is esteemed as one of 
the most beautiful. girls of the com- 
munity, and justly so. Her figure is 
rounded out in shapely contour, and a 
shost of the Tomboy possesses her. She 
loves flowers, horses and the outdoors. 

She was astonished at the appear- 
ance of the officers, but quickly re- 
gained her composure. When female 


‘members of her brother’s family threw 


up their hands in horror of her having 
to auto in custody of the officers to 
Jefferson, they demanded that she be 
accompanied by at least one other 
woman, but the rustic beauty de- 
murred. After the first shock of the 
officers’ visit, she was singularly com- 
posed. 

Laying aside her shears and undoing 
the ribbons of her bonnet, she sought 
to compose the rattled nerves of the 
family.

Homer Watkins Gets Com- 
mission as Major and 24 
Other Atlantans Get Places 
of Captains. 


OFFICERS TO RECEIVE 
COMMISSIONS TUESDAY 


Men Will Then Have Fur- 
lough Until Last of Au- 
gust — Students Will At- 
tend the Second Training 
Camp. 


There is great rejoicing in the camp 
of reserve officers at Fort McPherson 
today, for tomérrow the three months 
of intensive training end, and they will 
leave the post with their commissions 
in the new national army. There are 
1,585 students who “stuck it out” from 
a total of 2,500 who entered the camp 
on May 8 Atlanta’s streets will be 
flooded with the wearers of new shoul- 
der bars, gold and black hat cords and 
leather puttees, replacing the uniform 
worn for so long by the young officers. 

Though there has been an air of cer- 
tainty that the boys who remained in 
the camp until the departure for the 
hike just completed Saturday would 


get commissions, nothing definite re- 
garding the rank they were to receive 
was known until they returned, when 
the commissions were announced. 
Twenty-five Atlantans received high 
commissions, Homer Watkins ranking 
as major, and twenty-four others being 
commissioned captains. 
Commissions Effective Tuesday. 

The commissions will go into effect 
today at noon, but the young offi- 
cers will be away on furlough until the 
last of the month, when they will re- 
port at their new stations to take part 
in the training of the new national 
army, which will begin mobilization 
September 1. 

There were 150 students who re- 
mained in the camp until the end who 
will undergo three months more of 
training at the second camp at Fort 
Oglethorpe. These were for the most 
part students who have recognized 
ability, but the company commanders 
do not think they have had enough 
training to undertake the duties of an 
officer. 

The officers’ reserve corps act stipu- 
lates the ages for the different grades 
of officers, and to carry out the law it 
was necessary to commission some of 
the new officers in the new national 
army. The difference is that those 
commissioned in the reserve corps may 
be called upon for further service after 
the end of the war, while those com- 
missioned in the national army will be 
disbanded with the rest of the army. 

The Fort McPherson camp furnished 
eight majors, 180 captains, 145 first 
lieutenants, and 792 second lieutenants. 
Of the second lieutenants 14 are as- 
signed by name to the regular army. 
In addition, 12 captains, 175 first lieu- 
tenants and 273 second lieutenants 
were furnished to the national army.

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TO ENCOURAGE EDUCATION. 

In all probability the pending bill to ex- 
empt college endowments in Georgia from 
taxation will Be voted upon in the house” 
of representatives today. 


The bill hgs passed the senate so that 
its passage b¥ the house would mean that 
the constitutional amendment it proposes 
will be submitted to the people for their 
ratification. 

It is to be hoped that the house will 
treat it as did the senate, giving'the peo- 
ple of the state an opportunity to place 
Georgia in the ranks of the states that re- 
fuse to tax enlightenment and culture. 

The Christian Index, formerly opposed 
to college endowment exemption but now 
intensely in favor of it, holds very appropri- 
ately that— 


It will help young men and young 
women to secure a college education, or 
Save the state vast sums of money. Its 
passage will in nowise violate the prin- 
ciple of the separation ,of church and 
state. None of the denominations af- 
fected by the bill desire union of church 
and state, but are very pronounced against 
it. For these reasons we favor the pass- 
age of the bill, to which we were orig- 
inally opposed. 


Reduced to its last analysis, the policy 
of taxing college endowments is simply a 
policy of retarding education by taxation. 
And when all is said, pro and con, with ref- 
erence to the pending bill, it resolves itself 
into the simple question of whether or not 
Georgia desires longer to continue in the 
attitude of willingness to tax enlightenment. 


TO PROTECT THE FLAG. 


The state senate has passed a bill to pro- 
tect the American flag from desecration and 
manifestations of disrespect, and the house 
will no doubt take similar action before ad- 
journment Wednesday night—provided the 
measure can be reached in the congestion 
incident to the close of the session. 

Enactment of this law—known as the 
anti-flag desecration law—would follow di- 
rectly along the line already marked by the 
federal government in a law®enacted by con- 
gress this year, and by forty-one of the 
forty-eight states. 

‘The federal and various states’ laws‘are 
for the purpose simply of protecting the 
country’s flag against disrespect and com- 
mercialization by whomever might hold the 
national emblem in so light esteem as to so 
employ it. 

Such a law in Georgia could work no in- 
jury to anyone, but, on the other hand, it 
undoubtedly would give an added touch to 
the spirit of patriotism. 

The enactment of the proposed law 
would be particularly timely now, and give 
renewed expression to the state’s patriotism 
and its loyalty to the cause for which the 
nation is fighting. 


ATHLETES DOING THEIR BIT. 


Athjetes as a rule are a patriotic lot and 
as willing to serve their country in fighting 
when their country needs them as they are 
to play. 

This is shown by the proportionately 

‘large number of European athletes now in 
the trenches or who have died in action, and 
the various forms of patriotic activity in 
athletic cireles here at home since this na- 
tion became involved in the world war. 

According to an Associated Press dis- 
patch appearing in The Constitution last 
Sunday— 


a great many of the athletes who won 
championship titles in the National A. 
A. U. championships at Newark last year 
are at present in some branch of the 
United States service, and are in train- 
ing camps preparing themselves so that 
they will be able to represent their coun- 
try in the great war with as much honor 
and success as they have while repre- 
senting their respective clubs and col- 
leges on the athletic field. 


Immediately war was declared last April, 
Captain Huston and Colonel Ruppert, own- 
ers of the New York Yankees, started the 
practice of drilling their players in the 
manual of arms according to United States 
army drill regulations, and from that day to 
this every day their men have been put 


through a half-hour’s military drill preced- | 


ing each game. This is done with the hearty 
indorsement of the poligy by Ban Johnson, 
president of the league. - 

Charles Comiskey, “the Old Roman,” 
owner of the Chicago White Sox, went the 
New York owners one better, by arranging 
with the war department to have an army 
sergeant assigned to accompany his club to 
drill the men each day, at the club owner’s 
expense. 
ready for service when called. Further- 
more, 10 per cent of the receipts of every 
game that is played in Chicago, “the Old 
Roman” turns over to the Red Cross. To 
date the funds thus disbursed amouhts to 
$10,000. 

President Ebbets, of the Brooklyn club, 
now has a plan in course of formulation to 
set aside the entire receipts of a regular 
championship game for the benefit of each 
member of the league teams who is drafted 
into the military service. 

“I hope,” he says, “that— 


the other club owners will agree to do 

this. think that they will all see it 

the same way I do and be glad to con- 

tribute to the good cause.” 

He reffsons very properly that “a ball 
player who is out of the game for a year or 
more seldom makes good when he tries to 


‘come back;” and that it is nothing more 


than fair that the player who is taken out 
of his profession, probably for life, should 
be given this sort of honorarium, either to 
safeguard his home folk against want while 
he is serving his country, or to lay by for 
the proverbial “rainy day” when he returns 
from war and has to take up civilian life 
again in a calling other than the one he 
originally left. 

Among the volunteer recruits and in the 
various officers’ and the aviation training 
camps the proportionate number of college 
athletes and football players who are in 
training for service at the front is really 
surprising. This is notably true out at Fort 
McPherson, where some of the most cele- 
brated football stars of the south are qualify- 
ing themselves to be military leaders. 

All of which verifies the wisdom of Pres- 
ident Wilson and General Wood in advising 
upon several occasions since war was de- 
clared that nothing be permitted to interfere 
with athletic activities in our schools and 
colleges. 

The athlete starts in his military train- 
ing essentially well equipped physically for 
the strenuous life of the soldier; and it is 


creditablqindeed that thus far athletes as 


a class have displayed a willingness to serve 
the flag; and they are putting into the 
business of learning to fight the same eager- 


‘ness and the same degree of application that 


they formerly devoted to the business of 
learning to play.

Many, however, gained the impression 
that it was to be only a season’s enter- 
prise, that it would end with the summer 
and that it would not be necessary to 
plant another year. That impression un- 
doubtedly still prevails with many of 
this season’s gardeners. Some of them 
expect to continue gardening next year, 
but a good many of them do not. The 
necessity for continuing is apparent. 
More than that, the necessity for in- 
creasing the area under cultivation in 
1918 is apparent to anyome who gives 
the matter serious consideration. 


With many*the backyard garden enter- 
prise was largely, and pleasantly, experi- 
mental, but results of $350,000,000 give the 
“city farmers” something to bank on for the 
future, when the meaning of small patches 
of idle land put under cultivation is ex- 
pressed in money which reaches the mil- 
lion-mark!

Good Road Building Era Predicted 


By Speakers at Highway Banquet' 


Good roads were discussed from every 
angle at the banquet which the Georgia State 
Automobile association tendered the Bank- 
head Highway delegation Monday night at 
the Ansley hotel, and arguments advanced 
by the many distinguished speakers were 
strong enough to convince the most skepti- 
cal that good roads are one of the soundest 
investments which can be made by the peo- 
ple. for the people. 

About one hundred and fifty men were 
present, representing the American Auto- 
mobile association, the Bankhead Highway 
association, the Georgia State Automobik 
association, and practcially every automobile 
association in Georgia and many in Ala- 
bama and other neighboring states. 

In the enforced absence from the city of 
President Thomas Winn, of the Georgia State 
Automobile association, Vice President Wylie 
West presided at the banquet and introduced 
the speakers. 

Mayor Asa G. Candler extended a hearty 
welcome to the visitors on behalf of the city. 
He declared that the greatest era of pros- 
perity which Georgia has ever known is now 
obtaining, and expressed the belief that it 
would tend to bring to a realization all the 
hopes of good roads enthusiasts. 

President Plowman Spenks. 

Mayor Candler was followed by TT. S. 
Plowman, of Talladega, Ala., president of the 
Bankhead Highway association. President 
Plowman outlined the history of the Bank- 
head association, delineating its phenomenal 
growth and its wonderful accomplishments, 
which have finally culminated in the largest 
federal appropriation which has ever been 
mrade for good roads, and government co- 
operation with state and county authorities 
for internal improvements. He declared that 
the completion of the Bankhead highway 
would mean the building of the reatest 
highway the world has ever known, mean- 
ing the expenditure of $350,000,000 and 3,000 
miles of transcontinental roadway of the 
highest grade. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Constitution, 
gave a brief sketch of good roads work in 
Georgia, and the making of the Dixie high- 
way. He declared that the southern states 


were facing greater possibilities of devel- 


opment than any other section of the coun- 
try, and urged everyone to bend his energies 
toward taking advantage of the opportuni- 
ties presented. 

A. G. Batchelder, chairman of the executive 
committee of the American Automobile as- 
sociation, explained the operation of the fed- 
eral aid bill recently passed by congress, and 
urged Georgians to exert their energy toward 
bringing about the passage by the Georgia 
legislature of the bills now pending which 
will permit counties to join in bond issues 
for good roads and a constitutional amend- 
ment to allow the state to engage in internal 
improvements. He also paid a tribute to 
Congressman Adamson, whose bill pending 
in congress will, if passed, permit any owner 
of an automobile to go where he pleases in 
the United States, after he has obtained a 
license in his home state. 

“This reciprocity agreement between the 
states is only just and reasonable,” said Mr, 
Batchelder, ‘‘and it is but a recognition of the 
fact that automobilists should get something 
for the taxes which are required of them.” 

Believes Bills Will Pass, 

Mr. Batchelder was followed by Sam Olive, 
president of the Georgia senate, wha declared 
that it was his belief that the two bills 
pending before the legislature would become 
laws before the end of the present session. 

M. O. Eldridge, government engineer in 
charge of the Bankhead Highway work, de- 


clared the federal aid bill to be one of the | 


most forward-looking steps ever taken by 
congress. 

“It means greater prosperity for the whole 
country,” said Mr. Eldridge. “It means una- 
nimity of thought and purpose and a closer 
co-operation between state, county and fed- 
eral governments for the general good.” 

Ivan Allen, president ofthe Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, welcomed the visitors on 
behalf of the chamber. 

“The good roads movement means more 
for the ‘back-to-the-farm’ idea than anything 
which has ever happened,” said Mr. Allen. 
“It is the death knell of the 20-foot lot, and 
means that the day will come again when 
every man will have breathing space and will 
raise his own food.” 

Professor W. M. Riggs, president of Clem- 
son college, one of the judges who will se- 
Lect the route-from Atlanta to Birmingham, 
spoke briefly on what the highway will mean 
as a connecting link betwen the southern 
states. 

Judge Moses Wright, of Rome, Ga., made 
a stirring appeal for good roads and the 
Bankhead highway particularly, urging ‘‘1l2- 
month” roads, and a state highway depart- 
ment which is free from all political control. 

Big Military Aid. 

J. Asa Rountree, of Birmingham, secretary 
of the Bankhead Highway association, was 
the last speaker. He declared that the Bank- 
head highway would be one of the greatest 
military roads ever constructed, nine gov- 
ernment camps being on the route, and stat- 
ed that if the war lasted for several years 
the highway would be of incalculable value 
in a successful prosecution of the war. 

Wylie West, although admitting that good 
roads in Georgia were coming nearer all 
the time, urged that the situation be met 
squarely and that the people should not ‘fool 
themselves” into thinking a bad road was 
good. Mr. West stated that it isgnow impos- 
sible, after three days of rain, to go ten 
miles out of any city in Georgia without 
serious road: trouble. He urged the ‘“1l2- 
month” road—a road which can be traveled 
all the year round, as well as in the summer. 

The speakers were greeted with great en- 
thusiasm, and each one got an ovation just 
a bit more vigorous than his immediate pre- 
decessor. 

Tuesday morning at 8 o’clock the official 
locating committee of the Bankhead Highway 
association will start out on the pathfinding 
tour from Atlanta to Birmingham. The com- 
mittee is composed of Dr. W. M. Riggs, of 
Clemson, and Maurice O. Eldridge, govern- 
ment engineer. They will be accompanied 
by a large number of the highway enthusi- 
asts. 

Three routes are to be examined between 
Atlanta and Anniston on the way to Bir- 
mingham—one by way of Austell and Cedar- 
town, one through Tallapoosa and Byemen, 
and the third wg: way of Austell, Villa Rica, 
Carrollton and Heflin. 

Tuesday’s Auto Trip. 

Tuesday the party will go through Annis- 
ton by way of Austell, Dallas, Rockmart, 
Piedmont, Ala., and Jacksonville, Ala. They 
will be met in automobiles at Austell and 
will be conducted to Cedartown, where they 
will be tendered a big barbecue. Other 
entertainment features will be offered at va- 
rious stops along the route. The Anniston 
Chamber of Commerce will entertain the 
party Tuesday night. Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday will be devoted to inspecting 
the other routes between Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham. 

Friday afternoon the. party will leave 
Birmingham to complete the pathfinding tour 
to Memphis, through Alabama, west of Bir- 
mingham, through Mississippi and Tennes- 
see, completing the entire tour by the night 
of Wednesday, August 22. 

Upon the completion of the pathfinding 
expedition the official locating committe will 
definitely decide the route of the Bankhead 
highway insofar as Georgia, Alabama and 
Tennessee are concerned, 

The official party will leave Tuesday 
morning in three special cars. Offe car will 
be set aside for representatives of the press, 
while several cars will be provided for good 
roads m@# and automobile representatives.

In all the countries that are vitally af- 
fected by the war, the cause of education 
has suffered a serious set-back. In some 
of them, it is practically at a standstill. 

In a recent report, U. S. Commissioner 
Claxton, of the Bureau of Education, calls 
attention to the importance of maintaining 
the efficiency of our educational system, 
which will undoubtedly be subjected to a 
strain. While it is obvious that 
professional workers will be tak- 
of the schools and colleges, 
and that thousands of students of mil- 
itary age will be called to the colors, all 
the educational agencies we possess must 
be maintained at whatever cost 
“against hurtful interference with their reg- 
ular work, except as may be necessary for 
the national defense.” 

Dr. Claxton reminds us that England, 
France, Italy and the Teutonic empires have 
thrown into battle a very large per cent of 
their. trained and educated men, including 
most of the young professors and instructors 
in the universities, colleges and public 
schools. ‘Their colleges and universities are 
almost empty. It is inevitable that these 
countries, after the struggle, must face a 
long period of reconstruction, industrially and 
otherwise. If the United States is to be an 
efficient helper when the testing time comes, 
we should see to it that our own trained men 

are not retarded now. All 
whatever grade, should remain

TLE PREVENT 
DEFEAT IN SENATE 


Opposition to the Passage 
Largely Based on Failure 
of BiN to Reach Negotia- 
ble Papers for Taxation. 


After having perfected the bill to 
revise the general tax act late Mon- 
Gay afternoon, advocates of the bill 
had the measure tabled in order to save 
it from defeat with which it was threat- 
ened by senators opposing it on the 
ground that it sought to place the bur- 
den of increasing the revenue of the 
state upon the small business concern 
and at the same time ignored real cap- 
ital. The opposing senators were par- 
ticularly antagonistic toward the bill 
because a provision to reach negotiable 
papers for taxation was cut from the 


m The difference between the bill and 
the act of 1909, which it seeks to re- 
vise, consist largely in the inclusion in 
the bill of a large number of items con- 
tained in the tax ordinances of the city 
of Atlanta, most of these items being 
on small business concerns not included 
in the tax act of 1909, and many of 
which businesses were not in existence 
at the time of the passage of the 1909 
act. 
Amendment Killed in House. 

The amendment in the house, which 
Was designed to create the machinery 
whereby the state could readily reach 
negotiable paper, was killed in. the 
house. 

The senate at the afternoon session 
of Monday killed a part of the bili 
which would have required banking 
concerns to submit their property for 


taxation at the same valuation as 
shown in the published statements of 
condition, made in response to the call 
of the bank examiner It was this 
so-called exemption of big business and 
the taxing of small concerns which 
appeared to have created the opposition 
to the bill in the senate. 

The status of the bill now is that it 
lies upon the table subject to being 
called up immediately upon the wish 
of the senate. The appropriations bill, 
which the senate expects to take up 
Tuesday morning, will not have prece- 
dence over the tax bill, if the senate 
sees fit to call it from the table. Lead- 
ers in the fight of Monday afternoon 
to kill the bill, however, stated that 
any effort to take the bill from the 
table will meet with opposition. 

The senate appropriations committee 
will meet Tuesday morning at 8 o'clock 
at which meeting it is expected it will 
complete its consideration of the gen- 
eral appropriations bill and will report 
it to the senate with the recommenda- 
tion that it do pass, as amended by 
the committee. It is expected that the 
committee will probably vote to cut off 
the last $1,000,000 increase in the com- 
mon school fund, voted by the house, 
and to let the original increase of $300,- 
000, as recommended by the house ap- 
propriations committee, stand. 

Governor Urges Cuts, 

The senate, it is believed, would agree 
to some such rearrangeme nt of the ap- 
propriations bill, though it may insist 
on some cuts to higher institutions of 
learning.

Extra Session Looms U p. 

Unless this prospective situation is 
relieved in some manner, and quickly, 
it appears that an extra session is all 
but inevitable. It is regarded as like- 
ly that the governor will hardly give 
his approval to an appropriation bill 
which is clearly so tremendously in 
excess of the revenue of the state. 
There are but two more days of this 
session of the legislature, and what- 
ever is done to relieve this situation 
will have to be done at once. Should

The Georgia legislature made the 
first move toward educating the negro 
beyond the common schools Monday 
when the house of representatives 
passed a bill providing $5,000 for the 
establishment of an industrial agricul- 
tural and normal school for colored 
students. 

The bill as originally drawn carried 
an appropriation of $10,000, but this 
the house.

The house passed a bill providing for 
the organization of a home guard to 
maintain order in Georgia during the 
war.

for paying per diem salaries to the 
members ‘while on duty, were both 
stricken from the Dill. 

In their place the house adopted an 
amendmen. providing that the cost of | 
organization and the cost of paying sal- 
aries for riot duty should be defrayed 
from the regular appropriation to the 
military department. 

This appropriation, passed in the gen- 
eral appropriations bill, is approximate- 
ly $35,000, of which $5, 000 is specifical- 
ly assigned for paying members of the 
national guard while on riot duty. 
Since the national guard is now in the 
federal service, the house decided that 
this money could well be used to pay 
the home guard if its services 
needed. 

The house voted down a bill provid- 
ing for the payment of ordinaries for 
their services in dispensing pensions to 
confederate veterans during 1917. 

The house passed the widely discussed 
bill prohibiting the movement or ship- 
ment of tick-infested cattle from place 
to place within the state. The purpose 
and effect of the bill is to quarantine 
tick-infested cattle on the premises of 
the owner. It is expected that this 
drastic measure will eventually com- 
pel the complete eradication of the cat- 
tle tick throughout Georgia.

New York, August 13-——Thereé was 
a further severe decline in the cotton 
market during today’s early trading, 
with October contract selling off to 
24.51, or fully $2.50 per bale under Sat- 
urday’s final figures. Rallies followed 
on covering, October closing at 24.75 
and the general list steady at a net 
decline of 10 points on August and 
of 25 to 40 points lower on other 


months. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 23 to 30 points under a renewal 
of the selling movement which had de- 
veloped toward the end of last week. 
The weather map showed no relief 
from droughty conditions in the south- 
west, but conditions elsewhere were 
considered very favorable and the 
weekly reviews of both New Orleans 
and Memphis authorities indicated that 
the crop outlook had improved during 


the week. 

Sentiment was also unsettled by 
Washington dispatches outlining the 
action proposed with reference to the 
food control bill, although this had 
no direct bearing upon cotton. There 
was enough covering to cause slight 
rallies from time to time during the 
morning, but every bulge met increased 
offerings until December sold at 24.28 
and January 24.26. This made a de- 
cline of 49 to 53 points from Satur- 
day’s closing on the more active posi- 
tions, and a break of nearly 2 cents 
per pound from the high level of last 
week. 

Selling then became less active and 
last prices showed rallies of 16 to 24 
points on covering. Notwithstanding 
further complaints of droughty con- 
ditions from parts of Texas, the opinion 
was very generally expressed around 
the ring that the crop had improved 
Bince the end of last month.

NEW ORLEANS MARKET 
HELD AT A DECLINE 


New Orleans, August 13.—With only 
one or two periods of steadiness, the 
local cotton market held at the de- 
cline throughout the session today un- 
der selling pressure which appeared to 
come chiefly from the short side. In 
the early trading the market was about 
25 points off and by noon the decline 
amounted to 45 to 50 points. In the 
early afternoon there was a reaction 
of 10 to 15 points from the decline, the 
result of profit-taking by early short 
sellers, but a little later fresh selling 
was met which widened the decline to 
46 to 50 points. On the close the mar- 
ket was steady on a resumption of 
profit-taking and last prices were at 
a net loss of 34 to 38 points. 

The selling was encouraged by the 
improvement in private crop accounts 
from most portions of the belt, Texas 
being the conspicuous exception. A 
local crop reporting bureau claimed 
great improvement for the month end- 
ing August 5 and this, perhaps, was the 
chief bearish influence. Texas con- 
tinued to send in unfavorable accounts 
concerning the crop and told of a good 
demand at high prices for spots. The 
forecast of showers for the better part 
of west Texas was looked upon as a 
most favorable crop development and 
led to considerable selling.
